Sources.^ who have furnished reliable information 
in the past^ advised on the dates indicated . that during 
the period July 2 through July 4^ 1967^ the following events 
transpired at the second annual convention of the Patriotic 
Party^, the political arm of the "Minutemeh*^ held in Kansas 
Gity^ Kansas 5 and the "Minutemen" Training Program held 
following the convention at the "Minutemen" Headquarters, 
613 East Alton Street ^ Independence. Missouri.

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Patriotic Party (PP). Convention;, " - - 
July 2^ 1967 Session - ; 

A source advised on July 9^ 1967^ that the 
convention opened in Kansas City^ Kansas ^ on July 2, I967. 
Thomas Hart of Connecticut spoke. He said that a fantastic, 
organization has been built from the members of the PP. 
He said that the organization exists in every state, and ■ 
that v/e are going to pick members for the regional area 
conventions. Candidates will also be chosen for the 1968 
elections . He said the Party must decide how it is to 
function either conventionally or unconventionally. 
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"Minutemen" 

The second speaker was Robert- DePugh. He 
said that in totaling the write-in ballots ^ he saw . 
that his name was 'on the ballot for President of the 

United States many times. He said that he is flattered 

but cannot accept because he is a convicted felon.. Even 
though he cannot run for office 5, 'he wants to take part 
in the election of the man who -will be the next President. 
DePugh noted that in exercising his rights as outlined 
in the second amendment of the constitution, he was 
convicted and sentenced, to four- years. When Bobby Baker 
was convicted he was, only sentenced to one year. 

DePugh spoke of the Minutemen of 1776. He 
said that one of his ancestors stood in the line which 
faced the British. His ancestor was the first colonial 
to be hanged tor treason. 

DePugh noted that Senator Dodd is the forenpst 
advocate of restricted freedoms in this country. 

the third speaker. was Glenn Jackson, who gave 
details of his trip to the California Convention. He 
said he would like to take large areas of Texas that are 
controlled by liberals and make playgrounds for conserva- 
tives out of them. He saw impoverished ar^as in New 
Mexico and Arizona. These were Indian communities under 
Federal control. 

He said we must remember the word "determination", 
We must become familiar with our- individual election codes. 
We must find out the legal requirements to run for office. 
We must learn our assembly .districts, counties, 
congressional districts, and number of precincts in our 
states. We must know: bur off iciaOs, especially those who 
are for the Patriotic Party. Jackson runs a newsletter 
called the "California Patriotic". It is the official 
organ of the PP in that State. He said that the State 
Parties should start newsletters for spreading Party 
information. The Party should, hold a lot of meetings, 
get new members on the maaling list. 
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The next speaker was Bishop Kyle^ who 
quoted parts of the Bible throughout his speech. He 
s.aid that if you fight one another^ you will consiopje 
one another* o No one member must stand aloof. The only 
way to stay alive is to stay with the ' organization. 
Organizations must function as a body. We must live and 
die for one another. He told the audience that he is 
scheduled to appear in court on July 3^ but he will not 
appear because the PP Convention is more important than 
his court date. 

He said that the organization must support a weak 
member^ and throw him our support* He said the PP must 
have one head just as the body has only one head. He 
said the Party must work like the human brain.. 

The next speaker was I^ron Fagan. He told the 
audience that they were practically supporting a Party for 
the salvation of the United States. He said that in 19^5^ 
John T. Plynn made an appointment with Senator Vandenberg 
for Fagan. When Fagan arrived, most of the Heads of 
the Armed Forces were present.- They showed microfilms 
at- Yalta-, including Franklin D. Roosevelt, Stalin, Hess,' 
Molotov, and Vlshlnsky. Vandenberg told, Fagan that he 
called a press conference and showed reporters the films of 
the betrayal. He asked the press to expose this betrayal, 
and the press said that it had orders from Washington not 
to show or talk about It. Vandenberg said that radio 
stations turned him down also. 

Fagan said that Harry Warner made a film called 
''Mission to Moscow'". It showed the United States to be 
a terrible place to live. ' It showed Russia to be a great 
coujitry. A man named Davies was supposed to be the 
author, but in reality, the real authors were Stalin, 
Vishinsky and Molotov. 

In his talk, Fagan . mentioned that Vandenberg 
was turned down when he asked other influential people 
to produce his story. Fagan said that Hollywood was 
the backbone of Commimism in the United States' and" stars 
gave cuts o,f their salaries to the Communist Party.

Pagan said that the Manifesto by Marx, the 
Russian Constitution and the United Nations Charter 
read the samei He said Henry Cabot Lodge was against 
the League of Nations but. the United States entered it 
anyway . 

Thomas Hart was the next speaker. He said 
we will have a new national coordinator. He said we 
must help the Minutemen., who were arrested in New York 
along with DePugh and associates, fight the charges' against 
them. He said DePugh has other people to help out as well 
as himself. 

PP Convention , July 3., I967 Session ' 

The first speaker of the day was Walter 
Peyson, who said that the spirit of revolution is alive 
in Amerj.ca today. He said that the conservatives will 
follow the man who says/ '*This is enough, no more retreat, 
lets attack'". • 

The featured speaker was Richard B. Cotton, 
He said that the United State s^ through the Carnegie 
Fund, plans to overthrow the Union. of South Africa,. 
He said that President Johnson is a partner in bi-partisan 
treason. Johnson wants to give away the Psinama Canal 
to Panama. The Canal -Zone is American. We do not want 
an internationalized .Canal, If the Canal is international- 
ized, the United Nations could decide that we are the 
aggressors in Vietnam and' refuse to let us use the Canal, 
He said that Zionists have inteUi^xe networks all over 
the world. The recent war was started by Israel. If • 
the "USS Liberty"'' had sunk, the "American people would 
have been told that it was sunk by the Arabs, He said 
that Malcolm wrote- a book that says that World War I 
was started by Zionists. The Jews were in Germany then. 
Since the. Jews wanted Palestine, the United States was 
forced into entering World War I, World War II was a 
continuation of the Jews' dream of obtaining Palestine. 
He said that if we entered World War III, we will lose.

He said we need friends in" order to win. We have 
only, seven per cent of the world as our friends. 

The afternoon speaker was Reverend Kenneth 
Goff.. Goff said that the .Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) employed Lee Harvey Oswald to kill President 
Kennedy along with Jack Ruby. He said that 20,000 Russian 
spies were currently in Canada to brainwash Americans 
visiting EXPO 67. 

Goff complained about the harrassment of 
patriots by the government, es,pecially the Internal 
Revenue Service, headed by Sheldon Cohen, who is a 
leader of B»nai Brith AntirDefamation League. He. said 
that the United States is in a treasonable alliance 
with .^ionisra, thus explaining our position in the 
Israeli-Arab War. 

The same source advised- that after the days 
speeches, meetings were held in various hotel rooms 
in order to select a site for the nine area conventions 
to be held the beginning of September. The New York 
City area delegates met in Thomas Hart^s room. Among 
those present were Hart, Al Richter, Bill Plackenmyer, 
Andrew Zum, Benny (last, name unknown), Roy Frankhouser, 
and an unidentified husband and wife. Two possible 
sites were Media, Pennsylvania and King of Prussia, 
Pennsylvania. Certain delegates are going to obtain 
prices at various hotel meeting rooms in these cities. 

PP Convention, July 4, I967 Session 

The same source advised that Robert DePugh 
was the only speaker of the day. He mentioned the 
problem of electing State officers. He said we must ■ 
build a political apparatus rather than having an- 
organization which chooses or supports a candidate. He ■ 
said there is a difference of night and day between the 
platform of the PP and the platforms of the Republican 
or Democratic Parties. He said any candidate we support 
must support the Party wholeheartedly. There is no' 
quick solution to victory. If we lose in I968, we must 
hot let our political organization break up. We must 
fight again in 1972. This Party supports George Wallace 
■■for President, and William Penn Patrick for Vice President 
in 1968. . ■

A- second source advised that the first training 
lecture was a talk on leadership given by Walter Peyson. 
He said there ax'e four main indications of leadership; 
1) morale; 2) discipline; 3) EsjSrit d^ Corps; 4) profi- 
ciency. He said, the most important traits in resistence 
warfare are: intelligence^ information^ quick wits^ 
imagination-, resourcefulness^ objectivity^ "interest^ 
initiative.

He said the piir-pose of this t /gaining session ■ 
is to teach hovr to flsdit the et.'.ei-iy, A leader^must have 
drive •■-. x^hysical s:ad emotional eiiduranoe.' He must be 
dedic-ated and must avoid triviality^ hcbbies, etcetera. 
Part ot enbhusiaiK is prais© but It mui;'";. be -aticnsd or 
it will be useless. 

The same source advised that a second lecture 
at this session was a talk on handguns b? Robert DePugh. 
He emphasized safety. ,38 calibre chief specials are 
carried almost always by Federal B\jreau of" Investigation 
agents, 

A .38 hollow'-poiht can be made more deadly by 
putting a primer in the hole iii the head of the bullet. 
This should be lodged in tightly with water already in 
the hole. The primer keeps the water in the hole from 
spilling out. This bullet' will explode on contact. 
Another deadly method is to insert cyanide into the hole 
in a .38 hollow'-nose. Most revolvers are double action. 
It is more accurate to fire single action if there is 
time. Keep a loose grip on the gun. This will insure 
less vibration. He said there were lists of major gun 
shows at which handguns can be bought without any 
investigation^ The person, who gets the first shot off 
flusters the opposition. Fire from a crouch for best 
accuracy,.. He gave the vajtous positions for shooting, 
and stated that for the beginner, the revolver is the 
best gun, being safer since one can see bullets in the 
chamber. 

Minuteraen Training Session, 
July 6, 1967 

The. same source advised that the first lesson 
of this day^s training session vjas given by Robert 
DePugh. . He said that a man must be reliable and do 
as he is told. If he -is sent out to plant a bomb, ■ he 
must do it, A good way to check up a man is" to give 
him a package and tell him that it is a bomb and to put 
it in a certain place. The bomb is actually a wireless 
micro .phone. 2f he decides to "chicken out" it will be 
known by the person listening in on the. wireless mike.

A good way to find out if there is a fink 
in the group is to tell each member a different thing 
in private, if the '''feds" should find out about one 
of the things, it is obvious that the person who. is 
the finV;: will be found out because he is the only one 
who kneF that certain thing. He said that nine out 
of ten infiltrators are discovered by the method of 
coimter-infiltration. The "Minutemen'" have men in 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, CIA, Du Bois 
Clubs, etcetera. If one of these members should see 
another memberJ s name on the membership list or in 
the personnel files of these organizations, it would 
be evident who is a fink. 



DePugh then gave a lesson on g\ms. He said 
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The next lecture,;, on poisons^ was also given 
by DePugh. He said there are' many rtoiaons availahlfi.. 
made with simple chemicals, I

July 7 3 1967 

The same source advised that on this date DePugh 
gav^ a;' lesson on explosives and harrassment devices. He 
said sabotage should not inconvenience good^ loyal 
Americans, Administrative- sabotage is ruining the country. 
An example is Secretary McNamara^ s signing away of the 
many strategic bases that were set ut> to protect the 
United States,

here are commercial^ military and improvised explosives. 
Each group in the '^Minutemen" should get a supply of 
explosives to have always on hand. Dynamite is easy 
to -obtain. It is easily obtained in s'outhern Missouri. 
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. The next lesson was given by Andrew Zum on. 
bugging devices. He said that tiny transmitters with a 
range of several hundred feet are hidden in various 
-places around a room in vihich a meeting is being, held. 
The signals are received and fed into a tape recorder. 
He also said that anti-bugging :devices exist-, x^?here a 
needle on a meter will deflect V7hen brought near a radio 
transmitter » 

. All of the foregoing information concerning 
the training sessions was furnished by the source on 
July 9. 1967, 

Related Discussions Held 
July 1 ^ ^Jqly ^9^ 1967 

On July 1, 1967^ the- first source advised that at 
a preliminary discussion held on that date^ Robert 
DePugh was told that there was insufficient organization 
and activity in the New York area. DePugh said that 
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'*Minutemen'* . 

if this area (Ni:miber 52) Director was laying down on 
the job^ the job would be re-asslghed. DePugh vras 
told that a radio network would guarantee secrecy of 
commxmications . DePugh agreed, and said thaf plans 
for one were being formulated. A member was directed 
to prepare equipment with a 1,500 mile range. DePugh 
invited a member to participate in a week-long training 
program in the cellar of PP Headquarter a afte'jJ the 
convention is over. He said the training area in the 
Eastern States beginning August 1, 1967, has not been 
chosen. DePugh w.as interested in knowing the 
clrc\Amstances surrounding the October 30, I900 arrests, 
and the nature of the charges. 

On July 1, 1967, the first source advised 
that on this date, a Mr.. Allen from Florida, was 
observed in Robert DePugh* s room. DePugh was not 
present. Allen was overheard to say that he has a 
plan for a new United States Constitution. In .this 
document, praise would be given to the Zionists for 
their courageous stand on the Israel-Arab. War, There 
would be, however, a trick clause which would allow 
the good Americans, the non-Jews, to get rid of the 
Zionists after awhile. It is planned to introduce 
this constitution at the PP Convention. 

On July 9, 1967," the second source advised 
that on J\ily 2, 1967, Al Richter of West Orange, New 
Jersey, was overheard to say that he is a member of the 
"Minutemen" in his area. He said there are only a few 
members in that area but there will be more soon. A 
lamateur. r'adip operator is also in the cell. 

On July 9, 1967, the first sourc'e stated 
that on July 3, I967, Roy Frankhouser was overheard 
to say that his group of "Minutemen" monitor police 
radio frequencies, the Treasury Department frequencies, 
and others. He wants to be able to get a list of 
frequencies used by the Federal Bvrean of Investigation. 
He wants to build an anti-bugging device for use at the 
Eastern Training Session. The State Coordinator^ 
the "Minutemen" in Pennsylvania is a Mr, Hoffman,

Frankhouser wrote to Hoffman frequently asking for ^ 

money to buy equipment, such as unregistered gxms in 
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"Minutemen" 



Kansas. Frankhouser said there were approximately 
70 to 80 people expected at the training session. 
Robert DePugh and Walter Peyson are expected to 
give instruction. They and other officers will stay 
at the home of Frankhouser. The officers will arrive 
one week early in order to see the training area and 
to practice with illegal weapons before regular members 
arrive. The training session itself is to be kept 
legal, on 'private property and last for about ten days. 

On July 9, 1967, the second source advised 
that on July 3, I967, Frankhouse? was overheard to say • 
that the Eastern United States Training Session and 
Maneuvers will be held somewhere in Pennsylvania 
on/or about August. 1, 1967. He said the "Minutemen" 
organization in his area is one of the best in the 
country. There are secure sub-cells into which no 
new members are admitted. New members are put into 
a relatively new cell so that if they are aiprested, 
the old cell will remain untouched. He stated that 
in the hills of the coalmining areas around Miners^ 
ville, Pennsylvania, are caches of weapons, ammi:inition, 
food, survival equipment, etcetera. There are very 
many caches which would be almost impossible to detect. 
The groups for this area have many machineguns from 
France, the United States, and other places i There 
are very many handgxms along with a^ large amount of 
rifles and ammunitions, at least one bazooka and at 
least one morta-3:'. 

On July 9, 1967, the first source advised 
that on July 5. I967. Mary Tollerton, Secretary to 
Robert DePugh, and a "Minutemen" member, was overheard 
to say that the organization desperately needs people 
to work as couriers, surveillance watchers-, etcetera. 
She said these people are paid expenses only, because- 
the organization does not have enough money to pay 
them a regular salary. She said that she has been 
doing this work for over- two years and^ that, she loves 
it. She "said these people : give, up their old identities 
,.and take on new oneo- wh<f>r), they .get to where they ^re 
"going. — - . ■ .. . ■ .--

jnat on July 5, 1967, he overheard Frankhouser reply 
JO a question as to what happens when a fink is 
discovered in the group.

Minutemen 

The Minutemen is characterized in the 
appendix attached hereto. 

A confidential source advised on July^, 1967? 
that the Minutemen would hold an East Coast training 
session, known as The. Eastern States Resistance Warfare 
Training Program, near Minersvillej Pennsylvania, 
commencing about August 1, 1967 . This training session 
^ would be held for the benefit of Minutemen members residing 
in the Eastern one-third of the United States. It was 
anticipated that seventy to eighty members would attend. 

Concerning the above mentioned training session, 
this confidential source advised on June 26, 1967, that 
during June, I967, the Minutemen sent secret letters to 
trusted members,, advising them of a seven- to ten day 
training session to be held by the Minutemen in the 
Eastern, Midwest and VJestern sections of the United States. 
The Eastern training session was supposed to begin about 
August 1, 1967, however, no exact location was mentioned. 
According to this letter, the training session would 
consist of courses in map reading, target practice, 
. demolition, infiltrating enemy lines, and tactics and 
strategy of guerrilla warfare.

A second confidential source advised on August 
10., 1967, that as of late July, 1967, Roy Frankhouser, 
a Minutemen member in the Reading, Pennsylvania area., 
was in possession of a Mauser machine ,gun.. This gun. 
is kept in the cellar of the "Frankhouser residence. 
The firing pin was removed by Frankhouser for security 
reasons, but it was safely hidden at another location. 
Frankhouser was also in possession of a United States Army 
Bazooka, in operating condition. This Bazooka is also 
kept in the cellar together with a dummy shell,, used for 
practice purposes. According to Frankhouser, live Bazooka 
shells had been, removed from his residence and hidden 
in. various caches in. the Reading, Pennsylvania area-. 

Concerning these caches of arms maintained by 
Frankhouser, the first confidential source advised ofi 
June 6, 1967, that during the annual convention of the 
Patriotic Party, the political arm of the Minutemen, 
which was held in Kansas City, Kansas from July 2-^-, 1967-, 
Frankhouser had stated that the Minutemen .group in Reading, 
Pennsylvania had Bazockas, rifleis, pistols, machine guns, 
rocket launchers for rifles and fifty gallon drums of 
dynamite. According to Frankhouser, these arms and also 
ammunition and Minutemen supplies are buried at several 
locations in the vicinity of Reading, Pennsylvania. 

The Patriotic- Party is mentioned in 
the characterization of the Minutemen, 
a copy of which is contained in the 
appendix. 

A third confidential source advised on August 
10, 1967, that Frankhouser had stated during. July, 1967/ 
that he had hidden some guns in the home of his mother 
in Wyomissing, Pennsylvania, and also in the vicinity of 
a Chinese pagoda located on a hill in Reading, Pennsylvania, 
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Minutemen 

The first source advised on August 10 , 1%7 ^ 
that information, had come to- his attention during July, 
1967, reflecting that the step-father of Roy Frankhouser, 
who resides in Wyomissing, Pennsylvania, has contacts - 
within the Pennsylvania State Police and the Reading 
Police Depa;rtment<, According to this information, these 
contacts give classified information to the step-father, 
who in turn furnishes this information to Frankhouser^ 

The third source advised on August 10, 1967? 
that Roy Frahkhouser was husy during the period July 23, 
1967, to August 1, 1967 J in connection with preparations 
for the forthcoming training session. In this regard 
Richard Singleton, Pennsylvania State Coordinator of the 
Minutemen, was in frequent touch with Frankhouser. Singleton 
expressed the feeling that the training^ session was very 
necessary because the Communists have already taken over 
the Government in the United States. Singleton was also 
concerned over the possibility of federal and local 
law enforcement agencies investigating the Minutemen 
Training Se&siono While discussing possible difficulties 
with law enforcement agencies, Singleton stated that, if 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation or any other agency 
tries to come into the training session area, he would 
shoot to kill. 

The third source further advised on August .lO;, 1967^ 
that in connection with the preparations' for the training 
session Frahkhouser practiced with an air pistol in the 
cellar of his home and also checked over his entire 
residence- for possible hidden microphones by utilizing 
an electronic detector designed specifically for "this 
purpose.

A fourth confidenti.al source advised on 
July 2^, 1967. that during July,- I967,, some M inutemen 
were engaged m a discussion relating to race relations. 
During this discussion, Frankhouser referred to a dis- 
cotheque .taiown as "The Source," located at Penn- and 6th-' 
Street, Reading, Pennsylvania. According to Frankhouser^ 
this place is run by the American Council of Churches. 
Frankhouser displa;^ed an intense dislike for "The- Source" 
because it is run by the American Council of Churches and 
also because it caters to both white and Negro teenagers. 
During this discussion, Frankhouser stated some day it 
will be blovm. up so badly, it will never be able to 
be rebuilt.. Frankhouser stated he could not blow up this 
place without sp'ecific- orders to 'do so, however, on the 
orders of Richard Singleton he would do it. 

The third source advised on August 10, I967, 
that Singleton announced on July 23? 1967? that the 
Hinutemeh training session was tentatively scheduled to 
begin on Sunday, July 29? 1967? and would run until 
Sunday, August 6. Singletoii, who was armed with a 9MM 
German Luger, further stated that there were to be no 
machine guns or pistols or explosives at this training 
session.. These items would be banned because the presence 
of such things would oust be inviting trouble from law 
enforcement agencies.

The fourth source advised in early August, 1967^ 
that during the day of July 2h^ 1967 5 Minutemen continued • 
vith preparations for the forthcoming Minutemen training 
session^ VJhile engaged in these preparations 5 they discussed 
events which took place follo\\dng a Minutemen training 
session held in Independence 5 Missouri from July 5-85 I967. 

During the discussion Frankhouser related that 
following this training session, he accompanied Robert 
De Pughc^ National Coordinator of the Minutemen^ and two 
other unidentified individuals, on a automobile -trip which 
covered over a thousand miles through the Chicago, Illinois 
and Detroit, Michigan areas. According to Frankhouser 

AL 
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Minutemen 

they had done things that required a tremendous amount 
of "guts." He stated that some of these things were so 
dangerous and risky that he' had to close his eyes several 
times. During these dates,, Robert De Pugh had more "guts' 
than anyone can possibly have. Prahkhouser further stated^that 
people would be reading about these things in the newspapers 
when they finally occurred. Meanwhile, it would take some 
time before these things were finalized. When mention _ 
was made of the race riots occurring at that time in ma^or 
cities in the United States, Frankhouser stated don t 
forget Detroit was one of the places I went to with De 
Pugh and the others. Frankhouser concluded this discussion 
by stating that for security reasons he could not give 
any further details or discuss it further. 

The third source advised on August 10, 1967 j that 
during the day of August 25, 1967, Minutemen members _ 
proceeded with their preparations for their forthcoming 
.training session. As a part of the prepai?ations , some 
members of the Minutemen went to the United States Post 
Office in Reading, Pennsylvania, where they picked up 
mail from Post Office Box 4-32 and 1^32, which are maintained 
by Frankhouser. 

The fourth source advised on August 10, 1967, 
that during the evening hours of July 25, 1967-, Singleton 
arrived at the Frankhouser residence to further discuss 
plans for- the training session with Minutemen members. 
During this discussion, Singleton related that he had used 
the electronic detector, which he had borrowed in order 
to check out his own residence. Singleton related that 
he had operated the detector that morning and it had 
registered -pi^^tive when the transmitting device was 
operated in his home. However, when he operated the device 
the previous- night it indicated that there was no trans- 
' mitting device in operation. Singleton stated that when 
he left his residence on July 25-, 1967? in order to make 
a telephone" call the detector was indicating that a 
transmitting device was operating, however, when he returned 
approximately two hours later, ttie device indicated that there 
was no transmitting device, in operation. 
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The- second source advised on July 25^ 196?? 
that on that same date some stickers were observed ■ 
in the possession of Frankhouser* - These stickers bore 
the picture of a skull and crossborteso In addition, 
the stickers bore an inscription which said in essence 
"Niggers beware 9 if you don't stop this year, 
you will die.** Frankhouser upon distributing these 
stickers, stated he had gotten them from George Lincoln 
Rockwell . 

George Lincoln Rockwell is the former 
leader of the ^'National Socialist White 
People's Party," who was assassinated on 
August 2^5 1967? in Arlington, Virginia* 
Rockwell is further doscribed in a 
characterization of the ^'National 
Socialist White People's Party," a copy 
of which is included in the appendix. 

The seocnd source advised on July 25? 1%7 ^ 
that while preparations for the Minutemen training 
session were in progress, Frankhouser stated that within 
a few months, the Minutemen would be ready for a full 
revolution^ He stated in this connection, that their 
preparations are already extensive, and that a great 
nujnber of ^30 and ^50 caliber machine guns as well as tens 
of thousands of rounds of ammunition are safely hidden, but 
in readihesso 

A third source advised on Augus.t 10, 1967 9 
that on July 26, 1967? some Minutemen members, not 
identified, from the Reading, Pennsylvania area were 
observea in Allento^^, Penngylvani^, where they contacted be

On this same date, GRIM accompanied the 
Minutemen from Reading to a pistol range in the Allentovn 
area where *hey engaged in target practice for approximately - 
two .hours with Grimes ,300 Magnum rifle and .M-5 ^^■^^. ^—' 
caliber automatic pistol and a ^22 caliber M7 rifle 
belonging to one of the Minutemen from Reading, 

The fourth source advised on August 10 ^ 1^'67 ^ 
that -on the evening of July 27, 1967, M*inutemen members 
were observed walking uptown on Penn Street in Reading, 
Pennsylvania. They passed three white males, who were 
leaning against the wall of a department store. They 
continued on and further down the street, they passed 
four Negro males, who were walking in the opposite direction* 
VJhile they were passing each other, one of the Negroes 
took a .32 caliber revolver from his pocket and pointed 
it briefly at Frankhouser. About 30 seconds later, 
Frankhouser saw and heard the l^egroes hitting the white 
youths, who had been leaning against the wall of the 
department store. Upon seeing this, Frankhouser and Hinutemen 
immediately went to the aid of the white youths, but by the 
time they arrived at the department store, the Negroes had 
departed. By this time, there were three additional white 
men, who had stopped their cars in order to help the white 
youths. Frankhouser stated to the group of white men that 
'if they wanted , to stop the ^'niggers" from taking over, they 
would have to get organized.. He also urged them to join 
the Minutemen. By this time, five Negroes had come down the 
street and surrounded the white men. One of the Negroes 
said, *^I hear you guys have a problem." Upon hearing this, 
one of the white men replied that if something was going 
to start, he might as well start it. This individual then 
smashed a bottle on the sidewalk, and the Negroes stepped 
back and each pulled out a switch-blade .knife. As the 
fighting seemed -about to commence, the Negroes, realizing 
that they were outnumbered, stated that they wanted to get 
more help. They departed and went to a nearby bar. When 
the Negroes departed, a Minutemen member reminded those 
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present that he had observed the Negroes in possession 
of a gim,. and, therefore, it would he impossible to win in 
a fight. Upon Jiearing this, all "of the white men, except 
Frankhouser, left the scene. Frankhouser remained in the 
middle of the sidewalk, armed only with a belt wrapped 
around his knuckles and a flare -firing pen gun in his 
other hand. At this point, eight armed Negroes returned 
to the scene and found Frankhouser standing his' ground 
alone. At this point, a police patrol car was observed 
entering the area. Upon seeing this police car, the 
Negroes dispersed and Frankhouser departed the area. 

The second source advised on August 10, 1967? 
that during the evenings of July 2^+, 25, 26 and 27, 1967, 
Minutemen m^embers were monitoring radio transmissions of the 
Reading Police Department and the Berks County Police. 
According to this source, the monitoring radio is kept in 
an upstairs room of the Frankhouser residence and is operated 
on ikQ to I7I+ megacycles. They were also attempting to 
discover the radio frequencies utilized by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the Pennsylvania State Police, 
however, they were Tinsuccessful in this venture.

The fourth source advised on August 10', 1967, that 
the entire day of July 28, 1967, was spent in preparation for 
the mapping operations that would start on or about July 
28, 1967. In connection with this operation, canned food 
was purchased, camping equipment was packed and Frankhouser 
cleaned and oiled his .22 Ruger single six revolver and his 
combination 8 mm/, 22 caliber Mauser rifle. 
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The fourth source farther advised that during 
July 285 19673 Minutemen members held a meeting at the j^q^^ ^f 
Frankhouser regarding plans for the moping operations. 
It was decided that Frankhouser and one assistant would_ 
be picked up on the morning of July 29? 196?? and then 
taken to the camp site where the Minutemen Training 
Session would be heldo During this meeting, it was 
disclosed that Robert De Pugh had not yet arrived in 
Reading, however, he was expected on August 1, 196?. 
At this meeting Singleton issued instructions to Frankhouser 
regarding the caches of arms and ammunition. Singleton 
instructed that none of the caches were to be opened because, 
as Frankhouser was aware, all of the caches are set to 
explode if they are opened by unauthorized persons o 

Regarding- the above-mentioned caches, this fourth 
source has advised that Frankhouser is known to have stated 
that the Minutemen have a very large quantity of ammunition 
and a large amoimt of cash buried o Frankhouser has stated 
that the caches have*' booby traps which will -cause a bomb to 
explode in order to destroy the contents as well as the in- 
truder if they ^re disturbed. 

The second source advised on August 17? 1967? 
that during the period of .the preparations for the training 
sessiona inform ation came to his attention reflecting that

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"The fourth source advised on August 17, 1967, 
that the mapping operation, which was^to begin on July 
29, 1967, had been delayed one day until July 30, W/. 
On this latter date, Richard Singleton, Charxie CLWU)^ 
Richard Grim and Mrs. Roy Frankhouser arrived at the 
Frankhouser residence at 133 South Vth Street, Reading, 
Pennsylvania. It was agreed that Mrs. Frankhouser would 
remain at the house for a few days in order to direct the 
people who would be arriving in order to attend _ the Minutemen 
Training Session. In the eariy afternoon of this same date, 
five of the Minutemen who had been meeting at .the Frankhouser 
residence departed Reading for the coal-mining region, l^^len 
the group arrived at the training site which was located 
approximately three miles from' Miner sville, Pennsylvania^- 
Frankhouser and an unidentified assistant remained at this 
site and the other Min-uftemen departed the area. 

The fourth source advised on August 17, 1967? 
that during the day of July 31, 1967, Frankhouser and his 
assistant proceeded to map the area near Miner gville, 
Pennsylvania. In this connection, they hiked approximately 
15 miles through thick forest and underbrush and utilized 
the daylight hours in this mapping .operation. When the 
mapping operation was completed, Frankhouser drew final 
versions of the maps of the area. 

The third source advised on August 12, 1967, 
that on August 1, 1967, Frankhouser and his assistant 
set up a lockout on a small mountain near their camp, 
in order to await the arrival of the Minutemen, who would 
be attending the training session. The entire day was 
s.pent awaiting the arrival of the members, however, they 
never put in an appearance on August 1, 1967 • 

The third source advised on August 17, 1967, 
that on August 2, 1967, at approximately i+:30 a.m., an 
unidentified car pulled into the camp area. The recognition 
signal consisting of two flashes of the headlights was not 
given by the individual driving this car. Inasmuch as 
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Frankhouser and his assistant could not be sure of the. 
identity of the driver of the car, they remained, concealed 
on the mountaino When daylight arrived, Frankhouser 
departed with his rifle in order to check on the car, 
which had heen observed earlier that morningo Upon his 
return, Frankhouser placed the muzzle end of his rifle 
against the head of his assistant who had remained behind 
when Frankhouser departed to check out the occupant of the 
automobile o When the assistant opened his eyes, Frankhouser 
stated he was going to kill himo Upon hearing these vrords, 
some Minutemen members who had arrived on the scene began 
to laugh, knowing that it was a joke on the part of Frankhouser. 
At this point, it was announced by Singleton that a new 
camp area had been selected o The group immediately departed 
the area near Miner sville, Pennsylvania, and drove to the 
new area, approximately three miles north of Ringtown, 
Pennsylvania. During the trip to the new camp, Schuyler 
Ferris stated that he had inside information from a member 
of the United States Treasury Department that the Department 
had bee^n ordered to harass the Minutemen. as much as possibleo 
At this point. Singleton recalled that on his way over to 
pick up the Minutemen in order to take them to the camp 
site on July 30, 196?, he had been, followed by about three 
automobiles containing Federal agents. Singleton claimed 
that he had lost them by taking a devious route. 

This third confidential source further advised 
that, upon arrival at the new camp site near Ringtown, 
it was announced to the eight Minutemen members at the camp 
that Frankhouser was to be the camp commander and that 
Andrew Zum, a Minutemen member from the Nbw York City area, 
would be his assistant. Frankhouser then gave the first 
order to completely camouflage the camp. Follo^^ring this, 
lectures were given by Walter Peyson on the subjects of 
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leadership and resistance warfare. At approximately 7^00 
p.m* to. 10:00 p.mo Frankhouser took all the- Miniib emen 
members out for a forced rim. 

The fourth source advised on August 225 1967? 
that on August 2, I9675 Walter Peyson had stated that 
besides the camp under the leadership of Frankhouser, 
there were also two other similar Minutemen training 
camps located in the same general area. According to 
Peyson, the members of these three separate camps would 
be in contact with each other only during guerrilla 
training exercises, which would take place later that 
week, Peyson stated that the three training camps con- 
tained a total of 35 Minutemen members* 

The third source advised on August 22, 1967 5 
that the following Minutemen members were present in the 
training camp being run under the command of Roy Frankhouser:

The third source advised on August 17, 1967? 
that at about 3:00 a.m. on August 3? 1967? there was a 
downpour at the Prahkhouser camp. Consequently, everything 
in the camp was soaked so that it was necessary to ^ build 
fires in order to dry the equipment. Following this, each 
member v/as given a lesson in guerrilla warfare and survival 
techniques. The first inidividual to speak on these 
subjects was the Sunday school teacher from Newport News, 
Virginia, who gave a two-hour lesson on survival in the - 
woods. In this connection, he told those in attendance 
which plants were edible and which were not edible, how 
to tell direction in the woods -without a compass and how 
to survive in the woods with little or no equipment. 
Following this. Bill Plackenmeyer gave instructions m 
close-order- drill. 

The third source further advised that following 
the above-mentioned instructions in close-order drill, a 
lunch break was taken. While having lunch, a discussion 
took place during which the name of President Lyndon B. 
Johnson was mentioned. Ah unidentified Minutemen member 
from the Southeastern part of the United States stated,. 
"It would be a good idea if someone killed President Johnson. 
The Sunday school teacher from Virginia, then replied that 
it would be a very good idea as it would benefit the country 
greatly. There was general agreement with the statements 
about President Johnson on the part of those in attendance. 
According to this source, these statements were not made 
in a manner to suggest that the persons making the statements 
or the Minutemen were planning or would undertake a plan 
to assassinate President Johnson. They merely made the 
statements in the vein that it would be a good idea if 
"someone" killed him. 
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The third source further advised that following 
the lunch break on August 3, 1967, Andrew Zum gave a one-r 
hour "class oh' electronics and hugging devices. Some time 
following this lecture, Peyson stated fchat at the specific 
request of Rofet De Pugh, he would like' Zum to" write a 
small booklet dh electron!^ bugging devices, Peyson stated 
that thousands of copies would' be turned out from' thg print- 
ing presses at the Patriqtic .Party He.adquariers in Independ-r 
ence, Missouri," Zum assented to undertake this .assignment. 
During' thik same day, ail iiidividual ' nanied "Slim," a Minutemen 
membgr ^$;tending one of , the other training camps, who drives 
a personal eai* with Maryland license platesy arrived -'at' the 
Frankhouser 'gamp,* During a dL^cussipn,; "^^lim"; disclosed that 
a new machine gun had been developed' that .could be manufactured 
with parts commoiily available so that .no maphihing was hecesrr 
sary. Adcordi^g tq ?'Slim", this gun wduld" fire jOO rounds . 
before Jamming. Upon jamming, oil is applied to the. gun, 
which would enable .it to fire. for andther"l00 rounds." "§lim" 
stated that th§ gun would .b.^ test fi^ed pii August h^ 1967) 
and that Robert De Pugh'was not yet aware of -this glin. 

The fourth source advised pn August 17? 196?, that 
this training session lasted until Sunday 5 Awg^st 6, 1967^ 
and the last three days" of "the- session consisted of guerrilla 
warfare training. In J;his training, the ^Minutemen members 
were divided into teams and then they ^ould.hide from §ach 
other • 'Another team would then try to ambush the teani iri 
hiding. According to Frankhp.user, no illegal firearmg or 
explosives were used at any of the Minutemen' camps during 
the training gession*- The machine guii' yhich they had^'prig-' 
inally planned to test fire \r^s not Hred. 

This secqnd source further advised on August 17 5 
1967, that information had cpme to his^ attention during the 
training ,sgssion that Franktiouser wa& planning '^:bo accompany 
De Pugh on a trip, which would cover a .three-rmpntliBi period. 
This trip would consist of a.tour of various sections' of the 
United States,, in prder tq visit various Minutemen ibraining 
camps. This trip would commence sometime after August 11, 
1967, on which date .Fraiikhouser planned ibo.meet De Pugh in 
Baltimore-, liayyland^ " From Baltimore, ;De Pugh and Frahkhouser 
would drive to' th^ Kansas City, Missouri area and from ther^ 
commence thgir trip. This trip would not only he- for th^ 
purpose of visiting Mihutemen\ training camps, .r but should also 
be for the purpose of eriablirig Frankhpuser td give small 
arms instructions to Minutemen ,memters\at the various camps. ' 
For thisj.jitankhpuser would be paid a salary of apprpximsitely 
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4hO o.r 150 per week, Althougli their exact itinerary is un- 
known^ De Pugh and Frankhouser are planning to spend two' 
to three weeks in Evergreenj Colorado, where they will be 
in contact with Reverend Kenneth Goff 5 believed to be a 
Minutemen member who riihs Minutemen training sessions.

This- source' further advised that Bill Taylor was 
succeeded as speaker- by Steve tfszeli, who announced he was going 
to give a 1$ minute. ruh-doTOa oi the world situation, U^seli ' " 
noted that the Coriiinvmists are still oh the offensive. The 
winning of the Spanish Civil War and that Chiang Kal Shek' is 
still in control of a small part of China are the pnly two 
real setbacks the Coirmuaists have e;;:perlenced in recent history* 
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Ee noted that one of the most important elQiaents in connection 
with freedom in Asia is the civil war now takings place in fled 
China* He urged that the Central Intelligence Agency should 
launch a secret campai£;n in order to land support to this 
civil war in Red China. Us2;ell noted that^ in his opinion, 
India is in a critical political situation^ and there is 
practically civil war in Bengal. He noted the Arab World 
has split. Syria, Iraq and Algeria are all Communist controlled 
or influenced, while Sgypt is middle of -rthe-^road^, and Auv/ait, 
Morocco, Muscat and Saudi-Arabia are all right-wing. He pre^ 
dieted that Premier -Nasser of Sgypt will be assassinated or 
overthrown by a coup d ^etat from- within. He noted that 
Rhodesia and the ^tJnion of South .Africa are fine e:^amples of 
conservatism, but the le£t*- wingers,, in this country., will not 
be satisfied until they start a civil war in South Africa. 
Uzzell stated that Commuhism in Latin: America is controlled 
from Cuba, and that Castro^ has B^lr.eAdf Juried to take over 
Venezuela and Colombia. In addition,: Cj.ast3?.o has a sti^ong. 
undergroimd movement in ife-cico and the Soviet G-Qvernm^nt main- 
tains a "beehive, of espioh.aga^' in iiex±o6'G±^f . According^ to 
U2;2;ell, Lee Harvey G'swald met with an official of the Soviet 
iilspionage; System "iri Heycico City, prior to the as.&assination of 
former President John i?itzgerald i^jehnedy. tJzzt^l noted that, 
in his opinion, we are winning the war in Vietnam. However, 
\w should blockade the city of Haiphong and launch an offensive 
into Horth Vietnam^ All that is needed in order to accomplish 
these things is an order from the v/hite House. U22;ell stated, 
to those in attendance, that the situation in Canada is 
"shocking". He noted that a great deal of Pted Chinese propa- 
ganda is distributed from Toronto, Canada. The rioters in the 
XJnit^ed Spates- folioW' the techniques ;putlined in this Hed 
Chinese propaganda coming from Toronto, According to'^ Uzseli^ 
the enemy strategy for taking ovevr the United States is to 
promote anarchy as a result- of deliberate -riots. There are 
already plans to get rid'of local police and the Uiiited States 
Army. In the futua?e, 1b.ere will be more riots and soon there 
will not be enough police or soldiers to contain the rioters. 
This is when the resolution will start. The governraent will 
send troops ^11 q^b^ the, world so that there will be insufficient 
troops remaining in this coxmtry to- quell tha rio.ts. In con- 
clusion, Uzzell rioted that at 'the saorae. time we are fighting 
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CorilLn^lnisra in Vietnam;, the government Is protecting Cuba froirx 
freedom fignters who x^ant to land in Cuba and figiit Castro, 

The source further advised thafe the next speaker was 
'ifv^illiam Mac Parland, x-^ho stated that the only solution to the 
pi^oblera confronting the right-wing is a direct confrontation 
x^ith the left-wihf/. He stated? that it is necessary that the 
candidacy of 'George \iallace, for^aer Governor of Alabarna, 
for President, of the United States be brought to the attention 
of the northern states. Hac Farland then discussed the civil 
rights moveraent, describing it as a coordinated plot to start 
a Soviet-Ai^erican Revolutionp He described Doctor Martin 
Luther King, Jr.> the llegro civil rights leader, as the can- 
didate of the GproBiunist Party for "President^ of the United 
States in i96S-. He predicted that the Coiim{inist$ will control 
a political oonvehtioh in PhiladelpM.a, Pennsylvania, on 
July li.j, 1976. He stated that the ignorant Fegroes in the south 
are a reservoir of votes for the CbKiraunists, and that civil 
rights ivorkers, who are Gor(inamis/t controlled, will tell the 
ITegroes for v^hpra to vote. Mac Parland described the Anti- 
Poverty Program as being a leading Communist cause. Funds for 
this prograra are distributed to civil rights x^rorkers, and they 
ha vis -no restraint and can use these funds as they tsee fit. 
According tq Kac Farland, the Communists e:;ctort- the people :p:f 
the United states hf stating that if the people vote for Com- 
munist candidates or at least do not vote for anti-Goirimunist 
candidates, there will be no more riots. In conclusion, 
Mac Farland stated it is up to the people to uphold the 
Constitution of the United States by>ot3.ng for a man like 
George 'Wallace;, ^rho advocates and upholds state'^s r5:ghts.

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Kla'n, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted f|*om a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same ai^is and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the prornotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation" of the races. 

The first source and d second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klant', Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged w^th Alabama Knights., Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The mergeq organization established 
headouarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama.
